CUSTOMS DUTY CHARGE

Mr. O’Dohovan said that, although the 
defendant was living in Dublin, he was an 
Englishman and had no stake in the country. 

Slater was allowed continuing bail until 
Thursday, Mr. O'Connor stating that he 
would have to petition the Revenue Com- 
missioners. 


JATL FOR BEGGING 


Dominick Lawless, a cripple, was sentenced 
to a month’s imprisonment when summoned 
for begging at O'Connell Bridge on Decem- 
ber 17 last. 

Guard Hynes said that the defendant had 
been arrested on a warrant for non-appear- 
ance on December 18. On the evening of 
December 17 he was sitting on O’Connell 
Bridge with a card on his breast stating that 
he was a cripple. When searched, Lawless 
had 8s. 5d. in coppers in his possession, and 
he said that he was on the bridge for caly 
twenty minutes.

NO INSURANCE 
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MOTORISTS FINED 
(BEFORE MR. O’SULLIVAN.) 


Lawrence Doyle, a young man, of Castle- 
bridge, Co. Wexford, was fined £3 for driving 
a motor car without having a certificate of 
insurance. 

When imposing the fine, Mr. O’Sullivan 
said that he had strong feelings in these 
cases of motorists driving without insurance, 
“The poorer the man the more serious it 
would be in the event of accident, for, as a 
poor man, he would be no mark for 
damages,’’ added the Justice. 

On a further charge of driving a motor car 
without having a driver’s licence, the Pro- 
bation of Offenders Act was applied. 

Miss Patricia Phelan, of Ailesbury road, 
Dublin, was charged with driving a motor 
car without having a third party insurance 
olicy and with failing to produce a driver's 
licence. 

The defendant, who said that the car was 
her father’s, produced the driver’s licence in 
court. 

When Mr. O’Sullivan asked for the certifi- 
cate of insurance, she said that the licence 
was the only document she had. 

Mr. O’Sullivan—Do you know that you are 
not entitled to drive without being insured ? 

The defendant replied that she had pro- 
duced all the documents she had. 

Mr. O'Sullivan explained that she had only 
roduced a driver's licence. ‘‘ You must 
ave heard that there was compulsory insur- 
ance,’ he added. “TI will have to fine you 
£5, but I don’t want to do that if the car; 
is insured.” / 

In the case for failing to produce a licence, 
the Probation of Offendera Act was applied, 
and the other summons was put back to see 
if the car was insured.
